DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 6 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
jj j'Y^ j 6j570j703 ^11^^ ^)ct.

**The references made herein are done so for the convenience of the applicant 
and is in no way intended to be limiting.

With regard to claim 6, Murakami discloses the following: 

an optical spectrum analyzing section for preparing optical spectrum 
information of signal light from a light source (fig. 1 1 , 222); 
a noise figure calculating section (CPU) for calculating, based on the 
optical spectrum information, a noise figure generated by an optical 
amplifier, the optical amplifier for amplifying the signal light from the light 
source at an appointed gain ratio (which is determined at the design 
stage) the optical amplifier preparing an amplified light signal with the 
noise figure; 
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wherein the optical spectrum analyzing section prepares the optical 

spectrum information of the signal light from the light source and optical 

spectrum information of the amplified signal light; 

wherein the optical spectrum information has been prepared from a 

composite light of a plurality of signal lights (the input light is WDM light); 

and 

the noise figure calculating section detects the number of composing 
signal lights (fig. 12, S22) and wavelengths, and calculates a noise figure 
generated by the optical amplifier for each signal light detected (via CPU). 
With regard to claim 12, Murakami discloses the following method: 

preparing optical spectrum information of appointed signal light (fig. 1 1 , 
222); 

preparing optical spectrum information of amplified signal light (via 145 to 
224); 

calculating a noise figure contained in the amplified signal light based on 
the spectrum information of the appointed signal light and the amplified 
signal light; wherein the optical spectrum information is prepared from a 
composite light of a plurality of signal lights (the input signal is WDM light); 
and 

the noise figure calculating step detects the number of composing signal 
lights and wavelengths (fig. 12, S22), and calculates a noise figure (via 
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CPU) generated by the optical amplifier for each of the signal light 
detected.
